A Barefoot Scientist. 


Major de Serpa Pinto, the-Portugnese 


explorer, recounted the following inci- 
dent of his journey in South Africa1: 


The whole of the cc untry that I have, 


traversed is well peopled, with the ex- 
ception of the regioi. of the cataracts.

The Bastilc. 


The dreadful Eastile was' the state 


prison and citadel of Paris. Thebuilding 
of the prison was begun in 1369 by 
Charles V., it was enlarged in succeed- 
ing reigns, and destroyed by the people 
in 1789. It was situated at the gate of 
St. Antoine. The inhuman treatment 
to which prisoners in the Baatile were 
subjected has few r arallels in tne his- 
tory of penal cruelty. Put there with- 
out accusation or trial, on a simple 
leltre Je cachet, thm- final fate was en- 
tirely dependent OH the caprice of the 
caprice of the moi arch, and unknown 
even to their families or their most in- 
timate friends, as no communication 
was allowed the pi-is joners with the out- 
side world.

were among the prisoners in this 
dungeon of despotism.

Traveling in the Olden Times. 


Traveling in the early English days 


was very different, from what it is, in 
the present day; coaches were not in- 
vented, and the only vehicles which 
went upon wheels were carts and wag- 
ons, and these were heavy and clumsy. 
Horseback was the only conveyance, so 
that the sick and infirm could scarcely 
leave their houses. In those timas 
there were (very few roads upon which 
one could travel in safety. The Bo- 
mans left excellent roads in many parts 
of Europe, which, however, were neg- 
lected, and they fell into decay. 
Marshes were perilous to cross; a 
bridge might be broken down, and 
when you tried to ford the stream, your 
horse mjight get out of his depth, anld 
then he and his rider might be drowned. 
Sometimes the traveler had tol pass 
through a dark forest, abounding with 
bears and wolves; and, at the end of his 
day's journey, instead of putting up at 
a comfortable inn, ha was often com- 
pelled to stretch his cloak on the dark 
earth in some wretched hut.

The tomb of Edward |J'.. \\ho died in 


1301, was opened Jan. 2j 1770. alter 4G3 
years had elapsed. Hi]? body v, as al- 
most perfect. Canute, tiip Dinr>, who 
crossed over to Englau<l 1,1 1017, was 
found 1779 by "the woiiLaen who re- 
paired Winchester Cathejui: I, wnere his 
body had reposed nearly 750 years, per- 
fectly fresh. In 1509, 
soldiers, fully equipped 
implements, were dug 
Ireland, where they ha«l probably lain 
1,500 years. Their bodies were per- 
fectly fresh and plump! In the reign 
of James II. of Euglanc}, after the fall 
of the church at Astlcfy, in Warwick- 
shire, there was taken up the corpse of 
Thomas Gray, Marquis of Dorset, who 
was buried the 10th of October, 1530, 
in the twenty-second year of Henry 
VII.; and, although it pad lain there 
seventy-eight years, tlie eyes, hair, 
iiesh, nails, and joint^ remained as 
though it had been bu^ newly buried. 
Robert Braybrook, who was consecrated 
Bishop of London in 1331, and who 
died in 1404, and was -buried in St. 
Paul's, was taken out of his tomb after 
the great fire in 1GG6, during the re- 
pairs of the cathedral, and,, although he 
had lain there no less 1>han 262 years, 
the body was found to be firm as to 
skin, hair, joints and nail&. The Con- 
vent de St. Domingo wa? partly demol- 
ished in search of treasure supposed to 
be concealed there, and the body of 
Prin,ce Rodriguez taken out, who had 
been buried alive in 15G5, exactly as 
•when placed 250 years before. 
His 


daughter, 2£ years of age, v,as lying at 
'her lather's feet, and as 'pcifectly pre- 
served as himself. The evidences of 
torture on him were fearfully' apparent. 
The position of his hands showed that he 
was suspended by the body and' neck 
until he died. Marks of tlie cord and 
the burning iron were deeply recorded 
on various parts of the body. His hair 
and beard were firm, his skin natural in 
hue and texture, without the least trace 
of decomposition in any part.—London 
Examiner.

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The CihivaSon of the Oyster. 


S^me investigations regarding the

i« nt of the oyster have led to 
the important and unexpected conclu- 
sion that the breeding" habits of the 
American bysters are so different from 
those of the oysters of Europe jbhat the 
me,, iods o t artificial oyster propagation 
whi6h We. been carried on 'to such 
perfection in France and elsewhere 
must in t iis country ,be replaced or 
supplemented by others. The eggs of 
the European oyster are f er ilized and 
hatehed within'the sheU of the parent, 
and are regained there until the young 
are ready to attach themselves. The 
most critical period in the life of the 
ypung is the time when they are dis- 
charged ffMn ihe parent shell to swim 
in the watjr until they find a place to 
settle dowi for life. The adult oysters 
are accordingly placed, at tM breeding 
season, in inlets or basins, among tiles 
which are prepared to furnish a surface 
ior the attachment of the young as soon 
as they t scape from, the shell of the 
parent. 
| 


The egjs.of the American oyster 


are discharged into 'the water before 
they are fertilized, and, as fertilization' 
in the opei sea is a matter of chance, 
this is the period of greatest mortality. 


As a result of experiments it has 


been shown that the eggs can be arti- 
ficially fertilized in the laboratory, in a 
small quan ity of water, and the great- 
est danger to the young caff thus be

It certainly has not been my object

Yet the result is that those who can 
claim that they have obtained their 
lands by money solely acquired in com- 
mercial or professional pursuits are 
singularly few—perhaps about a dozen 
in all. Compared yith other peoples, 
we are a landless nation, and we are a 
landless nation in consequence of con- 
tinued encroachment upon the rights 
our ancient 
forefathers 
possessed. 


Throughout the reigns of the Han- 
overian Kings landowners' Parliaments 
were constantly passing Inclbsure acts, 
desirable for the most part, with a view 
to increase production, but resulting in 
the appropriation of between 7,000,000 
and 8,000,000 acres of common land, of 
which the common people retained but 
a very small proportion—not more I than 
750,000 acres in ill. Occasionally I 
have been able to joint out where vast 
estates have been increased by these 
acts, but generally ip has been impossi- 
ble to obtain exact information. 


It is worthy of note that anciently the 


lavish grants of the crown were checked 
by the power of resumption. Most' of 
the vast estates seized and retained by 
"William the Conqueror were dissipated 
by "William Kufus, who was compelled 
subsequently to resume the grant which 
he had made. About the middle of last 
century the grasping avarice ol oney>f 
the I/owthers, in attempting to obtain 
foz himself a large tract pf crown lands, 
which had been previously granted to 
the Bentincks, occasioned the passage 
of what is known as the Jhillua Tempus 
act, which secured the grantees of crpwn 
lands against any resumption of their 
properties. It is obviously impossible 
to reckon up acre by acre the quantity 
of land which has at various times been 
obtained otherwise than by purchase. 
The agrarian history of many of the 
great houses is complicated by the acqui- 
sition of property by marriage. I have, 
however, traced the previous history of 
such lands in a sufficient number of 
cases-to show that we may safely pre- 
surrie that, as a rule, they have been ac- 
quired in much the same way as the rest. 
After a careful consideration of all the 
houses I have noticed, bear in mind the 
modern Inclosure act, and the increased 
value of lauds due to the improvement of 
tenants, I cannot yet arrive at the con- 
clusion that not one-tenth of the estates

Ccinage. 


Some facts of interest not generally 


known -were presented by Mr. B. V. 
Head, Assistant Keeper of Coins in the 
British Museum, in a paper read before 
the Bankers' Institute, London. 
Twice 


only in the history of the human race 
was there an eftoit made to introduce 
a theoretically-perfect system of weights 
and measures.- The Babylonians were 
the first to make the attempt to refer 
all the designations of quantity and ex- 
tension to one and the same unit. Not 
less than 3,000 years elapsed before the 
next experiment in the same direction 
was made, and the credit of it is due to 
the French. "With all the agencies at 
the command of people in the nine- 
J;eenth century of the Christian era, the 
Introduction of the metric- system into 
general use has been painfully slow, 
and it imay easily be conceived why the 
Babylonians did not make their unit 
standard a permanent success. As to 
the coining of money, the Lydians are 
believed to have invented that art about 
700 B. C. The earliest coins were com- 
posed of elecirum, a natural combina- 
tion of gold and silver found in the 
washings of the river Pactolus. This 
coinage lasted for about 150 years, when 
Croesus introduced a bimetallic cur- 
rency of gold and silver, which became 
general throughout Asia until the time 
of Alexander the Great. The ratio be- 
tween gpla and silver was fixed at 1 to 
1 3.5. European Greece had a silver 
monometallic currency until the dis- 
covery of the rich gold mines at Philip- 
pi in the reign of Philip of Macedon 
when the currency of that monarch was 
made bimetallic to keep up the price of 
gold as compared with silver—a device 
which proved futile. Alexander re- 
turned to the old system, but, though 
gold coins were still made, they were 
regarded simply as bullion, and mono- 
metallism henceforth was universal, 
even in Asia. The change from a 
double to a single standard in Asia was 
renderjed possible by the sudden de- 
preciation of gold, consequent upon 
Alexander's dispersion of the hoarded 
gold of the Kiags of Persia.

In England every 
thirty-three of thepopulation contain one 
pauper; in Wales the same proportion 
holds good; in Scotland there is one in 
every fifty-three, while in Ireland there 
is but one in every sixty-eight of the 
population. There is also much less 
crime in Ireland than in England in 
proportion to the population. In '76 
four persons were sentenced to death in 
the former country, while thirty-two 
were sentenced in the latter; for crimes 
of which the penalty was imprisonment 
for life the numbers were fifty and 280 
respectively, The proportion of minor 
offenses is much larger in England than 
In Ireland. 


THE saying " Let the cat. out of the 


bag" originated in England in this way: 
Formerly dishonest countrymen prac- 
ticed the trick of substituting a cat for 
a sucking pig, and bringing it to mar- 
ket in a bag, so that he who, without 
examination, made a hasty bargain was 
said to "buy.a pig in a poke," and 
might " get a cat in a bag.'* And the 
discovery of this cheat 6riginated the 
expression " Letting the cat out of the 
bag."
